Frown deer a's National Foes 

Not content with embarrassing [Dowden] by 
this prosecution, and putting Him 10 the not 
inconsiderable expense of employing counsel, 
the Government Tas compounded calumny BY 
Calling the por dead creature Ta. 

Now, it was't actually against the Jaw 10 
shoot a deer n'a national forest in 1993. But 
there was a la that made legal to do any- 
thing that was illegal under the aw of the siate 
Where the forest was located, Just as if tha or 
est had been under state jurisdiction.
